“Then in the evening, after din- 
ner, 1 went to my dormitory and 
read or played dominoes.

He was also helped, no doubt, 
by the knowledge that although he 
was at odds with the law, the ma- 
jority of his friends were staunch- 
ly in sympathy with him. It didn’t 
cost him much to fight the case, he 
said, beqpuse his lawyers, all 
friends, didn't charge him much.

Catholics 
called to high posts and decorated 
with the cravat of the Legion of 
Honor by Weygand were flung into 
jail by his successor and in some 
instances the cravat of the Legion 
of Honor around their necks was 
replaced by a rope of hemp as they 
swung from the scaffolds. 

Syria soon was in turmoil, which 
developed into rebellion, the bom- 
bardment of Damascus, and Sar- 
rail’s retirement. 

Sarrail was born at Carcassonne 
April 6, 1856. At the age of 60 
he was married in Salonica, his 
bride being a French nurse. They 
had two children,

that time, caused Sarrail to be sent 
to the Balkans as commander-in- 
chief of the allied troops in De- 
cember, 1916.

| Andrew W. Mellon 


New York Times reviews the public career of the Secretary of the Treasury, pointe 
ing out he is the only one to serve continuougly under three administrations; 
Mr. Mellon's achievement with the public debt and the national balance sheet, 
it thinks, will always remain one of the most notable chapters in our history; 
New York Evening World discusses Senate fight on him. 


SECRETARY MELLON. 

From the New York Times. 

R. HOOVER'S decision to retain Sec- 

retary Mellon in his Cabinet had been 
foreshadowed, but some unusual aspects 
of it have not attracted attention. If he 
remains Secretary for the full term of the 
Heover administration. his consecutive 
tenure of that office will have been, with 
one exception, the longest in the Treasury's 
history. The average term in office of the 
48 Treasury secretaries who preceded him 
was two and a half years; Mr. Melion would 
by 1933 have served continuously 12. Only 
A'bert Gallatin, who conducted the public 
finances under Jefferson and Madison, has 
a longer record, and of Gallatin’s twelve 
“nd three-quarters years ten months were 
spent in Europe as one of the plenipoten- 
tiaries to arrange the treaty which ended 
the War of 1812, while a substitute was 
named to manage the Treasury. Mr. Mel- 
lon is the only Secretary of the Treasury 
who has served continuously under three 
administrations. 

There have been bankers and bank pres- 
idants at the head of the Treasury before 
Mr. Melion, but the office has never before 
becn hela by one of the country’s wealth- 
iest citizens. That this should have oc- 
curred without a whisper of suspicion about 
motives of self-interest, except from one Or 
two men with a personal grudge, and vet 
that one of the Secretary's most insistent 
pelicies should have been reduction of the 
supertax on the largest incomes, is extraor- 
dinary evidence of public confidence in his 
official integrity. 4 

This attitude is based both on the Secre- 
tary’s personality and on hig visibly great 
achievements. Perhaps no American 
Finance Minister. if we except John Sher- 
man and Alexander Hamilten, has accom- 
plished with such entire success so im- 
mense @ task in reorganizing the public 
finances and the public debt. It will deubt- 
less be said, and quite reasonably, that Mr. 
Melion was fortunate in the economic cir- 
cumstances of the period; that the wind- 
fall of wealth, prestige and financial con- 
fidence which came to the United States 
in wartime previded the foundation with- 
out which his work would certainly have 


a 


to redeem $9,260,000,000 out of the $26,- 
300,000,000 interest-bearing indebtedness 
outstanding in 1919. Mr. Mellon will take 
especially high rank as a shrewd and accu- 
rate judge of the state of credit, whereby 
the terms for recurrent quarterly financing 
were repeatedly fixed on a basia more ad- 
vantageous to the Government that the 
market had deemed possible. 

Whether he can expect in the next four 
years to quiet financial seas and favoring 
financial winds which have prevailed since 
his first year in office is another question. 


THE CASE OF MR. MELLON. 
From the New York Evening Worid. 
HERE is not the most remote probabil- 


ity that the Senate wil! take any action 
whatever regarding Secretary Mellon's right 
to centinue at the head of the Treasury. 
There are two distinct matters involved in 
the resolution of Senator McKellar. One 
is the right of the new President to con- 
tinue Mr. Mellon in office without submit- 
ting his nomination to the Senate for con- 
firmation. It is not likely that it was the 
intent, when the executive branches were 
created and provision was made for the 
submission of the Cabinets to the Senate 
for confirmation, that a man once con- 
firmed may be continued indefinitely 
through various administrations. The rea- 
son for the failure of th: President te sub- 
mic Mr. Melion's name along with other 
members of the Cabinet was to prevent at- 
tacks upon him.

Identification by # £Private 

Watchman Declared Insuf- 
ficient by Clayton Court.
